A temporary restraining order has 
been issued out of Superior Court 
against Clarence Young and others, 
pending a hearing on suit in 
which C. T. Oeste is. plaintiff, 
against mining interests operating 
at Rocky Bar, on the Middle Fork 
of the Cosumnes River. 

The action brought by Oeste states 
that he is the owner of lands 
through which the river flows and 
has, for many years past, enjoyed 
riparian rights to the water of the 
river. 

It is charged that the 
operate a gold mining 
Rocky Bar on the river, 
sults in the river water being seri- 
ously muddied so that it carries a 
great amount of sult, which dam- 
ages the water for the plaintiff's 
use, and also damages the water for 
forty other users of the water for 
domestic purposes.

Flee Floods 


Eight Drowned Saturday 
As Warm Weather Looses 
Ice Pack On 2 Rivers 


DAWSON CREEK, B. C. (UP)— 
Ranching families evacuated their 
homes in this area today to get out 
of the way of flood waters of the 
pine and murray rivers that drown- 
jed eight persons saturday. 

All lowlands in the district were 
threatened with inundation when 
an ice jam at the confluence of the 
rivers goes out. 

Those drowned were all members 
of the Warren Family and included 
the father and mother, three chil- 
dren, and three grandchildren. Only 
the body of Mrs. Warren was recov- 
ered. 

Released by warm weather the 
ice packs smashed together and 
piled up at the juncture where both 
rivers flow north to the peace river. 
The grinding and roar could be 
heard for miles. 

Settlers in the area fled to higher 
ground as the flood waters spread 
rapidly over an 80 miles area to- 
ward the Peace river.

FEBRUARY GAS TAX UP 
FOR MONTH BUT LESS 
THAN JANUARY LEVY 


SACRAMENTO — Gasoline sales 


continued to increase last month 


according to the tax report for Feb- 
ruary, issued today by the State 
Board of Equalization. 

On the basis of motor vehicle fuel 
distributions tor the month, sales 
amounted to 123,583,802 gallons on 
which a tax of $3,707,514.06 was 
levied. This represented a gain of 4 
per cent over the tax of $3,564,705.33 
levied for the same month of the 
previous year. 

The February total, however, was 
slightly under that for January 
when the gasoline tax amounted to 
$3.976,757.03. This total, in turn, was 
4.57 per cent above that of January, 
1938, the board reported.

fair trial. He need not state any 
facts whatsoever. 

The bill will entail expensive de- 
lays and postponements in the 
trials of both civil and criminal 


| cases, 


Insofar as it affects criminal cases 
it will impose. great _ financial 
burdens on the counties by reason 
of the fact that witnesses who are 
subpoenaed for the date set for 
trial will have to be excused to an- 
other date and their witnesses fees 
will have to be paid. 

The law now gives sufficient pro- 
tection by providing for the dis- 
qualification of judges when it can 
be shown that the judge is biased 
and prejudiced. 

The bill, I believe, is unwise and 
unnecessary.
